An Extra Session to be Called, 
WASHINGTON, March 21.—A Democratic Sen- 
ator asked the President to-day if there would 
be an extra session of Congress. The Presi- 
dent did not answer positively, but the Senator 
says he intimatedin language not to be mis- 


taken that an extra session will be called. . The 
President also eave Sunset Coxjto under- 
stand that the calling of an extra session had 
been determined typon.The Republican Senators 
all agreed to-day that a session be called, and 
several of them said a proclamation will be 
issued Wednesday. The best informed say 
that Congress will be convenedin May, so as 
to give time for special elections to fill the va- 
cancies in Maine and New York. 
C@NGRESSIONAL VACANCIES. 

Mr. Morton, it is understood, will not goto 
France until after the extra session meets. 
This would leave only Fernando Wood’s va- 
caney to be filled in New York. 

The report reached the Democratic leaders 
that Cornell would not .call an election this 
spring, thus preventing the electing of a Dem- 
ocrat in Wood’s place. The Democrats com- 
municated with Gov. Plaisted, of Maine, and it 
is reported that he bas assured them that he 
will not order an election to fill Frye’s place 
until one is ordered in New York to fill 
Wood's. 

SENATE OFFICERS. 

The Democratic Senators say there has never 
been any difference of opinion in 
their caucuses on the question of 
resisting the change of Senate officers; that the 
only differences were as tothe plan of proced- 
ure. They are apparently determined to filli- 
buster against any change. Two Republican 
Senators are absent,and Anthony is confined to 
his room with a severe attack of rheumatism, 
reducing the vote of that side to thirty-five— 
three short of aquorum. If anextra session be 
called, however, the indications are the Demo- 
crats will then submit to new officers. 


U. S. Supreme Court Decision, 
WASHINGTON, March 21.—A decision was 
rendered by the U. S. Supreme Court to-day in 
the case of Grumel] et al. against the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Company upon 
appeal from the Supreme Court oflowa. The 
question in controversy is whether the railroad 


company under the ct of Congress acquired a 
valid title tothe lands withinthe old fifteen 
mile limits of the Mississippi and Missouri 
Railroad Company certified to the State under 
that grant bythe Department of the Interior 
for the benefit of that company, but which 
were left outside the new twenty-mile limit by 
the change of the location of the old line made 
by the present company under an act of Con- 
gress amendatory of the previous act. The 
judgment of the Supreme Court of lowa sus- 
taining the railroad company’s title to the 
lands in controversy is affirmed.

IRISHMEN IN NEW YORK. 


Some of the Sons of Erin Who Have 
Made Records. 
New York Cor. Cincinnati Gazette. 


This being St. Patrick’s Day, I am led to 
notice the fact that tiis city contains more 
Irishmen than Dublin. That they have for 
thirty years ruled New York is too well 
known to need repetition. I do not blame 
them for this. They held the balance of pow- 
er, and the party that bids the highest obtains 
it. gThe Irish elementin this city possesses 
large wealth, but not equal to that of the Ger- 
man, neither are they equal to the latter in 
numbers. The Germans, however, not being 
led by any ecclesiastical denomination, never 
aspired to municipal control.

HEBREWS IN CHINA. 


Israelites Who Have Livedin China for 
Two Thousand Years. 


| 
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From the New York Journal of Commerce. 


A subject of interest to all and of special in- 
terest to Israclites is revived by the publica- 
tion of Dr. Martin’s work, “‘The Chinese, 
their Education, Philosophy and Letters.” 
The volume is full of instruction, but the 
point to which we refer is his account of a 
visit to the families of descendants of Abraham 
and J acob, who have for 2,000 years lived in 
she city K’ai-fung-fu in China. Yhis colony 
of the old race was made knowntothe West- 
ern world in the seventeenth century by the 
Jesuit missionaries, who contributed so large- 
ly to historic and geographical Knowledge in 
those days. hey were hear 
from several times after that, 
but for more than a hundred years no one 
from the Western world ad_~=s Wisited 
them, when Dr. Martin went therc in 1886. 
Their present condition is suchas to excite 
profound interest and |commiseration. The 
remarkable fact appears that after preserving 
for twenty centurias the laws and rites of the 
Hebrew religion, they are now presenting an_ 
instance unparalleled in the history of the 
Jews, of a a fulliirg away from the faith, 
and rapidly becoming pagaus or Moham- 
medans. Three or four hundred of them 
remain. Their synagogue, however.is falling 
into decay; they themselves tore it down, and 
made no effort torebuildit. After this was 
gone they dropped all practice of Hebrew 
rites and ceremonies, began to intermarry 
with pagans, lostall knowledge of Hebrew, 
retained indeed, and stiil possess, all ancient 
rolls of theJaw in a strange form of alphabet, 
which neither they nor ordinary Hebrew 
scholars can read, but have no knowledge of 
the contents of the maruseripts, and have al- 
inost lost the traditions of their religion. 

Dr. Martin prophesies their total disappear- 
ance a8 4 sepurate race, unless Western He- 
brews shall send missionaries to them and 
enable them to rebuild their synagogue, of 
which now only remains a stone inscribed f 
with the record of its erection about A. D. 
1183, and a subsequent re-erection. The last 
rabbi who could read—the Book of the Law 
died some sixty years ago. Up to that time 
this remarkable colony which had come into 
China 200 or 300 years before the Christian 
era had, with all the characteristics of their 
race, preserved their pure blood and the faith 
and ritual of their fathers. 

These facts have been published before, and 
an appeal was once made to the Hebrews of 
New York by Dr. Martin on behalf of their 
telativesin China. Hesays the _ result 
was the reception of some letters in Hebrew, 
which he was requested to transmit to the 
people, to whom they were, of course, unin- 
telligible, as none of them could read the 
missives.

There is 
so much advertising grcaning in the broad 
fleld of art ‘that steady-going old religious 
wecklies have taken to the printed circular 
Lusiness, and have begun to call on the artists 
forcrumbs. The last call was from the Inde- 
pendent, which is going to do up the artists in 
a weekly column. In process of time it will 
no doubt get to the theaters. 


A Consuming Cancer.

The Times has the following to-night from 
New Brunswick, N. J.: Prof. A. B. Van 
Zandt, of Hertzog Theological Seminary, 
in this city—the institution which, in connec- 
tion with Ruger’s College, prepares students 
forthe University in the Dutch Reformed 
Church—has been afflicted for several years 
past with avery ugly cancer in the mouth 
and tbroat.

He finally con- 
sented, and on Saturday the examination 
was made. Preparatory to performing the 
surgical feat the professor was put under the 
influence of morphine and the cancer ex. } 
umined.

Upon con- 
sultation it was decided that if an operation 
was attempted ceath would ensue during its 
performance.

BIG BRIDGES. 


The East River Structure and the Man 
Who Planned It. 
Johnny Boquet in the N. Y. Tribune. 

Roebling wasthe greatest bridge builder in 
the world. He started the making of wire 
cordage in America and built supension 
bridges to carry the aqueducts of canals 
across rivers, aud engineered the Pennsyl- 
vonia Railroad across the mountains. 


The Brooklyn -bridge, between towers, is 


1.565 feet long. Behind the towers there are 
940 feet cach side, back to the anchorages, 
The whole length of the wr and approach- 
es is 6.000 feet. It is one of the widest bridges 
in the world, 8 feet, with a promenade 13 
feet wide, two railroad tracks and four 
carriage and horse car. tracks. It is 
125 feet in the center above the water. The 
rock on which the tower rests is about ninety 
feet below the surface of the water on the 
New York side and half that depth on the 
Brooklyn side, the most stupendous thing 
about the structure. East tower is 134 feet 
long by 56 feet wide, and at the top these di- 
mensions are reduced to 120 feet by 40, or the 
size ofa wey large house. Each tower is 268 
feet above high wuter. It is 1,336 feet from 
the beginning: of the causeway on Chatham 
street out to the anchorage on the New York 
shore. The architect of the bridge received 
bis death wound almost at its incep- 
tion, ay ey on the upper frame 
work of Fulton Ferry slip as a boat. came in 
and threw its weight agais.st the piles, which 
yielded and érushed his foot. Asif thespirit 
of the old ferry, about to be supplanted, had 
revenged itself on the innovator! They bur- 
ied Roebling in that summer of 1869 at Tren- 
ton, New Jersey, near the spot where poor 
Jobn Fitch, the watchmaker, cighty-two 
years before, had started the steamboat. But

She lays her head upon the bed, 
and the sléep which follows us into the world 
and precedes us leaving it, comes like a ines- 
meric hand upon her temples, and the voice 
of dream repeats: ‘“‘IIlonor thy father and thy 
mother that thy days may be longinthe land 
which the Lord thy God bath given thee.” 


A Consignment of Zulus.

A party of eight Zulus, including an allezed 
daughter of King Cetewayo, arrived yester- 
day from England in the National Line steam- 
er Greece. The princess, whose name is 
Amazulu and whose rank is warranted by Mr. 
Farini, of the London Aquarium, is slightly 
darker than cafe au lait, has finer features 
than are scenin negroes,and increases her 
height, which is naturally small, six inches by 
training her hair to stand upright, so that her 
head resembles a brush. She wore a scanty 
body garment of fur and a large, colored 
striped blanket. Around her neck 
were a dozen necklaces of blue, white 
and red beads strung together in 
ourious patterns. and at her wrists and knees 
were|dozens of rings of copper or iron wire. 
She has enormous gold ear-rings. She car- 
ries a silver assegai on which is engraved 
‘“‘Princess Amazulu.’”? It was presented to 
her by oflicers of the British army. After the 
battle of Ulundi,where she was taken prison- 
er, Cetewayo’s kraal was burned. That night 
sixteen officers were surprised by sixty 
Zulus, who were about to massacre them, 
when Amazulu, as her biographer relates, 
interceded and saved their lives; not, how- 
ever, till she bad killed one of the Zulus. She 
was taken to Cape Town and presented with 
the silver assegul, Then’ she was taken to 
England with u party of forty-two Zulus and 
exhibited there. 

The other woman in thre party is Unamad- 
loza, Who is declaredto be a daughter of 
Tangabalele, Cetewayo’s.brother, and. whese 
husband was killed at the fight of Tsanhlwana. 
Her appearance’ differs chiefly from that of 
Amazulu in that her hair does not stand. on 
end ahd is bestrewn with beadsand stuck 
with red and white feathers. She is acecom- 

anied by aninfant son. ‘The five men are 

ncomo, alleged to be 2a _ Captive 
chief; Mbala, a witch . doetor, and 
Usifila, Manzi and Estamala. They 
are all well-built, muscular men. 
their dress resembles that of the Women, save 
thatthe fur garmentis scantier.

A discovery of much archxological interest 


Roebling’s true monument is the Brooklyn 
Bridge towers, and between them in the 
nerves and tendcns, irembling like a 
weaver’s web, plies the shuttle 
of his soul. You can hear 

own words if you are reverent, calling to the 
ships and steamers beneath: ‘“‘It will be the 
greatest engineering work of the continent, 
and the greatest bridge im existence. Its tow- 
ers will be national monuments! It will for- 
ever testify to the energy, enterprise and 
wealth of the great communities it over- 
hangs!? Upon the portal of the bridge they 
might also inscribe his motto: ‘*‘I have no 
fear of honest differences of opinion, it is 
only cavillers that I dread.’’ 

Roebling was hardly more of a German 
than his great predecessor, Charles Ellet, Jr., 
who went to the Polyteehnic School in Paris 
from his native land to study, while Roebling 
immediately on graduating at the Polytechnic 
School of Berlin, emigrated to America atthe 
age of twenty-five. Ellct built the first sus- 

ension bridge in America .at Fairmount, 

*hiladelphia, in 1841, and his suspension 
bride at Niagara preceded Roebling’s. He 
also builtthe suspension bridge at Wheeling. 
Virginia, in 1848, then the longest in 
the world, or 1,000 feet, which 
stood six years, when a storm blew it down. 
Not improbably ne was the precursor of Roeb- 
ling, whose bridges are the marvels of the art. 
Ellet lost his life in the oe of Memphis, 
18€2, shot in the knee in the moment of vic- 
tory. He was born within sight of Trenton, 
where Roebling lived and worked, andin the 
same county with the Ellicott brothers, who 
surveyed in the previous century the bounda- 
ries of our. States. . Roebling’s son, now 
finishing hfs father’s work on_ the 
Brooklyn bridge, was, like LEllet’s sons, 
inthe Union army. “His name is Wash- 
ington A. Roebling. He wasonG. K. War- 
ren’s staff, and I think is Warren’s brother- 
in-law. 

The mighty approaches tothe. Brooklyn 
Bridge inspire the eye with fear;-its preface 
is a great epic poem; the —_ is worthy of the 
Straits of Gibraltar. To it the cities are lying

FLORIDA ORANGES. 
An Industry Worth Millions to the Lit- 
tle Sta 


From the Boston Herald. 


The orange culture in Florida amounted to 
little or nothing before the war Northern 
industry and methods have found their way 
into the State since, and gave this cultivation 
a remarkable impetus. Ten years ago even 
the product amounted to but little. Now it 
brings millions to the State, and its increase 
for the next ten years can hardly be estimat- 
ed. Gen. Cameron was taken yesterday by 
ex-Senator Yulee, a friend and former asso- 
ciate, who represented Floridain the Senate 
thirty-five years ago,to see the largest orange 
grove inthe world. This was the first time 
they had met since Mr. Yulee 
left the Senate for the South in 1861, and the 
renewal of the friendship between the two 
has been one of the pleasing incidents of the 
stayin Florida. Colonel Duffy and myself 
were invited to accompany the party, and did 
so. Long before we reached the great grove 
toward which we were tending, there were 
patches of orange trees to be seen on every 


side, many of them with the golden fruit still | 


hanging totlie branches. Beautiful flowers 
bloomed in the black muck, and early vege- 
tables were just springing up. A. little later 
the train dropped us in the midst of 75,000 
orange trees, covering over 400.acres of 
A perfect wilderness of orange 
trees, apparently not cultivated with 
care, certainly not planted regu- 
larly, but justas nature had sown the wild 
seed. The wild luxuriance of nature had, 
however, been curbed by man, who, in pur- 
suit of wealth, had turned vinegar into honey, 
and, by graiting onthe sour trees the finer 
sweet varieties, had snatched from the wilder- 
ness an income of over $0,000 avear. Gener- 
al Cameron rambled with us over the place 
all of us pluck'ng the golden fruit wd id, and 
imagining ourselves in the veritable Garden 
of Eden—earth, airand sky, soft, baimy and | 
ethereal, combining to fix the illusion, and 
were only breught back to a realization } 
that we were fifty miles from our hotel by an 
exclamation from one of the party: 
“By Jove, we’re lost!’’ This fact soon be- 
came apparent to us all, and just think of it— [ 
you who are bound by bands of thick-ribbed 
ice—lost in an orange grove in Florida! Gen- 
eral Cameron enjoyed the joke,and busied 
himself eating the fruit plucked with his own 
hands. Many of the trees were laden with 
fruit of immense size and beautiful color, al- 
though much of the crop had been gathered. 
One of the tempting sightsinthe grove was 
the grape fruit, of great size and beautiful 
lemon color. It is said to be the forbidden 
fruit of the Garden of Eden. Itis useless, 
exceptto look at and for preserving, al- 
thoughitis eaten by some. It has a sour, 
insipidtaste. Lemons of immense size, grow- 
ing upon small trees, now and then dotted the 
orange orchard. After an hourspent in look- 
ing over the grove we, one by one, found our 
way back to the pe ger where the 
superintendent told’ us that 13,000 boxes of 
oranges had been shipped this season from 
one-half of the grove over which we had been 
rambling; that means 1,800,000 oranges, for 
which the owner had been offered $35,000 
while the fruit was on the trees. 

**“How many years does it take for an orange 
grove tocome into bearing?’’ I asked the su- 
perintendent. ‘“‘Eight years from the seed, 
and about five years if grafted or budded on | 
to the wild fruit. Thatis, I mean to say they 
will bear in eight years from the seed, and in 
five years frem the graft. They constantly 
grow better and bear more oranges every 

ear. No man can tell how long the tree will 
e uscful—certainjy more than 100 yerrs. 

People in Florida are naturally as enthusi- 
astic over orange eniture as miners are who 
find rich placers, and they tell almost as mar- 
vellous stories. You hear them talk about 
trees upon which grow from 3,000 to 4,000 
oranges, but there is a great deal of fancy in 
this statement, and thetruth is marvellous 
enough. 

Mr. Fairbanks, the-historian of Florida and 
an eminent authority Sere the orange, says 
that an average tree wil 
out, 700 oranges, and that, where thev are 
grown from the séed or transplapted regular. 
ly, about sixty trees tothe acre would be a 
fair average. These sixty trees in a fair season 
would yield 42,000. oranges, -worth: at the 
grove $840. This isacold, reliable estimate 
of what am ordinary orange grove will do;

Ever since the Beginning of the session 
there has been the closest friendship existing 
between Ckarley Johnsonand Frank Merry- 
man, of St. Louis. They haye boarded to- 
gether, and voted together on nearly all occa- 
sions, and by strict attention to business the 
have at last gotten all their measures throug 
the House. It can now be seen how thorough 
their organization has beenduring the ses- 
sion. When the House first convened it was 
observed that Johnson selected a seatto the 
left of the speaker, a met ne of the St. Louis 
delegation around him, while his lieutenant, 
Merryman, was a to the right among 
the grangers and reformers. 

Merryman has covered Johnson’s retreat in 
many a bitter fight, cr ng one night last 
week, when he forced the issue on the St. 
Louis registration bill near midnight, when 
many of the Democrats wanted to adjourn. 
This bill required a party vote and Johnson 
came near being ambushed, only for the fact 
that Merryman broughtup the reserve and 
the bill passed by a bare constitutional ma- 
jority of seventy-two. This week, however, 
it has been observed that there has been*mu- 
tiny in the camp, and for the first time 
Merryman has kicked the traces, Mr. 
Johnsom has been much troubled over 
his lottery bill, which is at the foot of the cal- 
endar. The St. Louis papers have been 
charging that he put through the gambling 
bills against faro, keno, etc., but excepted the 
lotterymen. Yesterday he endeavored to get 
the rules suspended and ~ the bills on pas- 
sage. The House refusedtoallowit. Johbn- 
son then sought his first lieutenant, and a 
long conference ensued between him and Mer- 
ryman. Whatever their differences may have 
been, they were evidently reconciled, for 

when the mob were raging during the night 
session, Merryman arose and in his plausa- 
ble manner asked the House to suspend the 
rules and place the lottery bill on its passage. 
He stated the reasons and pledged to remain 
at nis post and vote for any bills the Grangers 
wanted. Inthe meantime, Jobnson was all 
over the House urging the boys to yell 
“leave,’’ ‘‘leave.”” 

The request was granted, and inten min- 
utes the bill-had passed the House. Thus 
ended the winter’s work in the House. 

Jobnson was observedin the Senate to-day, 
working for Merryman’s notary bill.

THE “SINGER” COMPANY SALTED. 


An Important Decision Upon the ‘‘Singer’”’ 
Machine Trade Mark. 


Judge Treat to-day rendered in the United 
States Circuit Court a decision in the case of 
the Singer Manufacturing Company vs. Stan- 
age. This wasasuitfor an alleged violation 
of plaintiff’s trade mark. It aphpars that the 
plaintiff had pursued its controversy on both 
sides of the Atlantic, generally with suc- 
cess. While reference is made in 
many of the American and foreign 


court decisions to actual or supposed patents 
issued and expired, no one of said cases ex- 
cept that by Judge Drummond, states with di- 
rectness what should be the turning point in 
the controversy. The case of the Singer Man- 
ufycturing Company against Wilson and others 
in England, with many inthe American courtg, 
mnmake_ clear the rules controlling the 
litigation. While all the Courts agree that 
property interests in trade-marks should be 
srotected, there is strange diversity of reason- 
ng as to the true basis on which such interests 
rest. The plaintiff and its predecessors had 
in connection with others through patents a 
monopoly as to certain sewing machines 
known as the ‘‘Singer.’’ When those patents 
expired every one had an equal right to make 
and vend such machines. 

If the patentecs or their assignees could assert 
successtully an exclusive right to the name 
‘*Singer’’ as a trade-mark,they would practi- 
cally extend the atents indefinitely. The 
Court says: ‘‘While the courts are prompt to 
protect the property-right of any skilled per- 
son in his trade-mark or name, whereby 
he may have in the market. the 
benefit of his skill and reputation, 
they must also guard against every effort to 
secure 4 monopoly not arising therefrom. 
When a marketable product is publicly known 
or designated by a generic name no one should 
be pei mitted to shut Out all just competition by 
clauning the exclusive right to use that name. 
If there is a peculiar excellence, 
real or supposed, in his manu- 
faeture, he can establish by _ihis 
trade-mark or name the right to protection 


‘against the bg riecs/ thereof; but he cannot go 


further, and insist that independentof his per- 
sonal skill or nianufacture he can cover by his 
trade-mark or, name whatever may properly 
designate the common article, which every one 
has aright to make or vend. Inasmuch as 
the. word ‘*Singer’’ indicates a ma- 
chine of’ peculiar mechanism and 
everyone has a clear right to make such a ma- 
chine, the word ‘‘Singer’’ attached to such 
machines is common property. In this case 
the distinctive namesand devices of the com- 
pany plaintiff were’not used by the defendant, 
and no one of ordinary intelligence could sup- 
pose that the ‘*Stewart’’ manu- 
tacturer was the manufacture of plaintiff. 
Each had _ its distinctive and detailed 
names and cevices,so that there was no proba- 
bility that the machine made by one would be 
mistuken for the manufacture of the other. 
These views dispose of the case; yet it is im- 
portant to remark that the plaintiff is seeking 
after the expiration of one or more]patents to 
perpetrate a monopoly underthe guiseof a 
trade-mark. The propositions involved 
have undergone so much judicial investigation 
in Trans-Atiantic and Cis-Atlantic courts that 
aA summary disposal of the questions involved 
may seem inadequate to the exigencies of the 
case; yet each would show,if properly anal- 
yzed, that the general rule is admitted by all. 
Giving the objector the largest 
benefit of the technical objections, there 
stillremainsthe clear factthat the plaintiff, 
even if its assignment covered the name asa 
trade-mark, which is very doubtful, is seeking 
to create a monopoly for the practical exten- 
sion of a patent beyond its legal term. The 
plaintiff has established no such right to the 
extent urged; nor has the defendant conse- 
quently violated any of plaintiff’sright. The 
bill will be dismissed at piuintiff’s cost.’’ This 
is xlegal victory for Messrs. Marshall & Bar- 
clay, who represented defendants; Taylor & 
Pollard appearing for plaintiffs.

In England, France and Italy the standard of 
gold and silver manufactured into jewelry and 
plate is regulated by government. In this 
country, there being no law to prevent fraud 
in the manufacture and sale of these goods, a 
great deal of petty swindling is the result. Re- 
cently we have been called upon to test the 
quality of some articles purchased in this city, 
with the following result: A plain gold ring, 
stamped 18k., and represented to be such, was 
found to be but 9%k. A gold watch-case, 
stamped 18k., but represented to be in reality 
14k. was found to be but 7k. The above facts 
will perhaps have a tendency to persuade buy 
ers that itis better for them to make their pur- 
chases from those house alone whose reputa- 
tion for fair and honest dealing is unquestion- 
ed.

“The Kind of News the Police En- 
 deavor to Suppress. 


A Flourishing System of Exchange 
Between “Ferce” Houses, 


__. The Attention of the Commissioners -In- 


vited to a Useless Detect- 
ive Force. 


The record of robberies and burglaries for 
a single month given below is interesting in 
, more than one sense. Its length is calculated 
to cive the people of St. Louis an idea of the 
existing insecurity under the present demor- 
alized condition of the Police force, and es- 
pecially of the inefficiency of the detective de- 
‘partment as at present conducted. February 
isa short month, but here isan amount of 
plunder which is well calculated to astonish-- 
clothing enough to stock resfectablva_ retail 
“~store, watches by the score, family plate by 
the ton, and so on. The publication of the 
record is valuable as well as interesting from 
the fact that a perusal will show the unsus- 
pecting where there is danger. It reveals in 
what directions the predatory instincts of the 
thief leads him. 


AUCTIONS 
it will be observed are favorite resorts for the 
pick-pocket. At this season the overcoat 
fiend is remarkably agile, the past month 
showing pearly a hundred ‘“benjamins’’ 
pinched. Churches are not exempt from 
thieves, if they are from taxes. One house of 
worship loses a clock, anether is plundered of 
the pastor’s Bible, and so it goes. These 
thefts are only those reported to the police, 
and the list is supposed to pe a select one, 


limited to articles of such value as will justify 
the police in devoting special attention to 
searching for the lost property. <A good 
many people, from past experience, charge 
such losses to profit and loss, and say nothing 
to the police about’ them. From 
nine out of ten of these reports nothing 
comes. the victim visits 
headquarters asecond time he is told the de- 
tectives are 
“WORKING ON THE Jor,’’ : 
and that is the last of it. On the oceasion of 
the first visit, it may be remarked, the victin 
is cautioned not to say anything of the crime. 
The astensible reason forsecrecy is that it 
may thwart the efforts of the detectives. The 
real reasonis thatthe present policy of the 
Police Department is to secrete all this kind 
of news from the papers, thus keeping the 
public in ignorance of whatis going out. In 
every other large city the publication of 
stolen property is encouraged as mnch as 
possible. a 
It may seem incomprehensible to ordimiry 
minds that such an mount of swag should be 
goiten away with successfullyin St. Louis, 
There are distinctive marks onthe most of 
these articles by which they might be identi- 
fied, but nevertheless rarely is anything fe- 
' covered. There are men who inike a busi- 
ners of 
HANDLING STOLEN PROPERTY 
in St. Louis, and the police knowit. Thereis 
at Police headquarters along list of ‘*fence’? 
houses, establishments which hanile this 
stolen property allthe time. This list was 
made out some time ago with the idea that a 
vigorous war was to be begun upon this class 
of places, but not a case has been made that 
anybody knows of.
